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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or to suggest, either alone or in combination, the steps of the 
claimed invention, including "forming P-type and N-type diffusion layers in the 
semiconductor region with a boundary region between the above diffusion layers being 
set in the germanium high-concentration region; and forming a silicide film which 
extends from the N-type diffusion layer over to the boundary region and the P-type 
diffusion layer". Although the prior art of record teaches forming germanium high and 
low concentration regions and P-type and N-type concentration regions (i.e., See US 
6,524,902). The prior art of record fails to teach the above-mentioned limitations. 

Additionally, for clarification of the record, the restriction requirement, mailed 
5/12/04 has been withdrawn. As noted correctly by Applicant, a preliminary 
amendment, filed 11/19/03, canceled originally presented claims 1-13.
